aud the only way the Democrats hope 
to win is by a split among the Re­ 
paid cans. 
senator Quay has a majority of votes 
to start with in his o v a party, but so 
lung as the auti-Quay legislators stand 
together he cannot be re-elected. While 
the Democrats are divided on the selec­ 
tion of a candidate to be voted for 
against Quay they agree that the sena­ 
tor will not poll any Democratic votes. 
T ie senate aud house will vote separ­ 
ately next Tuesday and jointly the fol­ 
lowing day. 
Many of the legislator, 
are predicting that there will be a dead­ 
lock and that a senator w ill not be 
elected until atter the trial of the Quay- 
Haywood conspiracy oases in the Phila­ 
delphia courts. 
A new and interesting phase is placed 
on the elei tion of a senator by the gen­ 
eral agreement among the leaders that 
the man receiving a majority of the 
votes cast in the joint session of the 
legislature w ill be the next senator. On 
joint ballot there are 254 votes. 
A ma­ 
jority of these would be 128, therefore 
only 05 votes are necessary to a choice, 
assuming that only 128 or a bare ma­ 
jority are present. 
Of the 109 Repub­ 
licans who voted in the caucus last 
week, 1)8 named Senator Quay as theii 
choice. At that time it was agreed that 
the action of the caucus was binding 
upon all of those present and that Sen­ 
ator Quay still lacked 19 of the 126 
necessary to elect. U nder the condition, 
as it really exists, if a number of mem­ 
bers are absent from sickness or other 
cause when ..he joint ballot is cast, it ie 
possible that a mach smaller nnmbei 
than 128 will decide the senatorship.

Aguinaldo’s dispatches to the Filipino 
junta here have been stopped. 
M a d r id, Jan. 12.—General Rios, the 
Spanish commander, Cabled from Ma­ 
nila reiterating the assertion that tho 
situation of affairs in the Philippine 
islands was most grave. 
Tho rebels, it 
appeared, were concentrating* in the 
neighborhood of Manila with the in­ 
tention of attacking that place. 
Great 
preparations were beiug made for the 
deleuse of the city. 
Tho Spanish gen­ 
eral 
also asserted t ii ut the natives of 
the Yisayas baa again refused to per­ 
mit the Americans to land, threatening 
to resist by foice if an attempt was 
made to do so. 
The Americans, there­ 
fore, according to General Rios, had 
abandoned the idaa of disembarking 
aud he confirmed a previous statement 
to the effect that they were unwilling 
to bombard Iloilo “because the Euro­ 
pean houses are soaked with petroleum 
with the view of beiug set alight by 
the American shells.” 
General Rios also alleged the rebels 
were determined to light the Americans 
before reiuforcements arrived from the 
United States. 
In 
conclusion, General 
Rios said 
Aguinaldo^ 
proclamation had “pro­ 
duced immense enthusiasm among the 
rebels.” 
L o n d o n , Jan. 12.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of The Times said: 
“ it is not to the advantage of Spain 
that a settlement in tile Philippines 
is delayed. 
The fact is fully realized 
that Spanish shipping is suffering from 
the uncertainty as well as the interests 
of the religious orders whose property 
is at stake aud many of whose members 
are prisoners.

The new co rn pro duct upo n which 
investigo tio ns have been co nducted at 
the Maryland agricultural ex periment 
statio n at Co llege Park to determine its 
value as a sto ck fo o d has been given 
much co nsideratio n 
by the farming 
cninmunity o f the state—in fact, many 
states have taken up the subject ami 
are co nducting ex periments to ascertain 
its relative feeding value. Jn the pro cess 
o f the ex tractio n o f the pith the blades 
and husk are first remo ved and 
the 
stalks are cut up in small pieces. Afti^r 
Uie ex tractio n o f tlje pith fro m the stalk 
the balance is gro und up into meal, 
which in general appearance resembles 
o o ai'se bran. 
This gro und material is 
termed the “ new co rn pro duct.” 
The new co rn pro duct co ntains 11 
po unds per 100 mo re digestible matter 
and 2 po unds per 100 mo re digestible 
pro tein than the who le fo dder shredded 
During the past few years much has 
been do ne in the way o f testing metho tls 
fo r preparing co rn fo dder fo r feeding, 
with mo st o f the results in favo r o f 
so me metho d o f shredding the stalk. 
Shredding po ssesses many po ints which 
make it superio r to the o rdinary o r o ld 
way o f cutting fo dder, the principal 
o ne o f which is that the shredded fo d­ 
der is nlinust who lly eaten by animals. 
It is fo und that the new co rn pro duct 
co ntains w’ithin o ne po und as much to ­ 
tal digestible matter as wheat bran, but 
less than o ne-third as much digestible 
pro tein; co nsequently the nutritive ratio 
is wider. 
It was further o bserved that 
animals fed with a fattening ratio n 
with tho no w co rn pro duct base made 
mure gain in live weight and upo n less 
feed than with a fattening ratio n o f the 
same grain and co rn blades. 
The keep­ 
ing (jiialities o f the new co rn pro duct 
are as go o d as linseed meal, co tto nseed 
meal o r wheat hrau, and ratio ns mahe 
up with this material can ho fed with 
Jess labo r and less waste o f fec'd tliau 
when hay and fo tlder are fed si<paiately.

T he new corn product upon which 
investigations have been conducted at 
tho M aryland agricultural experiment 
station a t College P ark to determ ine its 
value as a stock food has been given 
m uch consideration 
by the farm ing 
com m unity of the state— in fact, many 
states havo taken up the subject and 
are conducting experim ents to ascertain 
its relative feeding value. In the process 
of tho extraction of the pith the blades 
and busk aru first removed and 
tho 
stalks ar© cut up in small pieces. After 
tile extraction of the pith from tho stalk 
tho balance is ground up into meal, 
which in general appearance resembles 
coarse bran. 
This ground m aterial is 
term ed tho “ new corn product.” 
Tho now corn product contains ll 
pounds per IOO more digestible m atter 
and 2 pounds per IOO more digestible 
protein than tho whole fodder shredded. 
During the past few years m uch has 
beeu done in tho way of testing methods 
for preparing corn fodder for feeding, 
w ith most of the results in favor of 
some method of shredding the stalk. 
Shredding possesses m any points which 
m ake it superior to the ordinary or old 
way of cutting fodder, the principal 
one of w hich is th a t the shredded fod­ 
der is alm ost wholly eaten by animals. 
It is found th at the new corn product 
contains w ith in one pound as m uch to­ 
tal digestible m atter as w heat bran, but 
less than one-third as m uch digestible 
protein; consequently the nutritive ratio 
is wider. 
It was further observed that 
anim als fed w ith a fattening ration 
w ith tho new corn product base made 
more gain in live w eight and upon less 
feed than w ith a fattening ration of the 
same grain and corn blades. 
Tho keep­ 
ing qualities of tho new corn product 
are as good as linseed meal, cottonseed 
meal or w heat bran, aud rations made 
ui) w ith this m aterial can bo fed w ith 
less labor aud less waste of feed than 
when hay and fodder are fed separately, 
as ordinarily practiced.—College Bark

Peculiar Accident In a Bowling

FRACTURE 
QUICKLY 
REDUCED 


T h o the I nj a red Man Was Taken to Hts 
Borne Where B e W ill In Tim e Recover. 
No Cause Is Assigned For the Unusual 
Happening. 


A serious accident occurred last night 
in the bowling alley.

The high explosive of modern war- 
fsre, often as dangerous to friend as to 
foe, may be rendered harmless if all 
that J. V. Rice, Jr., a member of th® 
Manufacturers’ club of Philadelphia, 
claims for a newly invented projectile 
is true. Mr. Rice has taken out some 40 
patents on various mechanical devices, 
and now he comes forward with the an­ 
nouncement that be bas perfected a pro­ 
jectile which cannot possibly explode 
until it bas left the muzzle of the gnn. 
Then it will explode either by contact 
with some resisting substance or by 
means of a time fast). The prime valne 
which Mr Rice says his invention has 
is that it will reduce to a minimum the 
danger of internal explosions on war­ 
ships from the blowing up of the maga­ 
zines. 
Mr. Rice says: “ A shell fired into a 
magazine fitted with my projectiles 
woald not explode them, all of which 
may sound strange, but I can prove my 
assertions at any time. 
The idea came 
to me after reading about some electrical 
experiments made by Nicola Tesla, and 
I have been working on it ever since 
the blowing up of the Maine. Tesla bas 
launched the possibility upon the world 
that he can control the movements of an 
electrically constructed boat from the 
shore without the use of wires, and that 
snob a bout could be loaded with tor­ 
pedoes and be directed against tho mag­ 
azine of a warship, and by exploding 
one \*ould explode all. 
‘‘Allowing that Mr. Tesla is able to 
accomplish all he states, he could not 
blow up a single magazine by shell or 
projectile if the ammunition 
stored 
then iii was of tho character which I 
arn aide to make. Though I am not free 
to state just wherein the safety in my 
ammunition lies, yet I can say that the 
detonation can only be produced by me­ 
chanical action, which forms part of a 
combination, 
the complete parts of 
which must necessarily come into play 
before the explosion can take place. 
‘‘The new projectile whiob I have in­ 
vented develops on explosion a pressure 
of 220 tons to the square inob. It is 
much more destructive than a dynamite 
shell, inasmuch that the force is equal 
in all directions instead of only in one, 
and, unlike dynamite, it develops beat 
capable of setting fire to anything with 
whiob it comes in oontact. ” —Philadel­ 
phia Press. 


HUGE ORDER FOR STEEL. 


A u s tr a lia n G o v e r n m e n t W ill B u ild a 
W a te r S la in to C o o lir a rd le. 
One-half the largest foreign order for 
finished steel ever sent to the Unitod 
States bas been offered the Illinois Steel 
company. The order amounts to $2,- 
000,000 and is for water pipes to boused 
by the Australian government. 
The 
Carnegie company of Pittsburg will 
supply half the amount. The Chicago 
firm may contribute the balance, the 
only obstacle being that the output of 
many departments of the plant for 
months to come bas been sold. It is es­ 
timated the order will be taken. 
The Anstralian government’s order is 
for 64,000 tons of steel sheets, 28 feet 
long, to be rolled into pipe 0 feet in 
diameter. They are to be used to supply 
water to theCoolgardie mining district. 
Id this district, which is one of the hot­ 
test deserts in the world, are looated 
gold mines reputed to be fabulously 
rich. They have been discovered during 
the last few years, and several have 
been developed extensively and are list­ 
ed on the London Stock Exchange. 
A 
great part of the ore, it is said, requires 
only the ordinary stamp battery treat­ 
ment to recover. Stamps are the thirst­ 
iest of all kinds of machinery, aud the 
water is procured in Coolgardie only in 
limited quantities. It has beeu sold for 
drinking purposes iu the new towns 
throughout the district for a shilling a 
gallon. 
The result of this condition is that 
only tho richest mines eau bo worked. 
In parts of tim United States ores carry­ 
ing $4 to tho ton yield a profit. 
In 
Coolgardie ores carrying $80 to $100 in 
free gold are often too low to work, so 
costly is the water. 
Indeed in cases a 
water supply is more valuable tbau a 
mine. The Australian government ap­ 
pointed commissions to devise a way to 
get water to the mines. Several plufis 
were presented, bot all were rejected in 
favor of the construction of a pipe Hue 
20 miles long, equipped with nine 
pumping stations, the largest work of 
the kind ever planned.—Special St. 
Louis Cilobe-Democrat.

The high explosive of modern w ar­ 
fare, often an dangerous to friend as to 
for, may be rendered harmless if all 
that J. V. Rice, Jr., a member of the 
Manufacturers’ club of Philadelphia, 
claims for a newly invented projectile 
is true. Mr. Rice has taken out some 40 
patents on various mechanical devices, 
and now he comes forward with the an­ 
nouncement that he has perfected a pro­ 
jectile which cannot possibly explode 
nntil it has left the muzzle of the gun. 
Then it will explode either by contact 
with some resisting substance or by 
means of a time fnsto. 
The prime value 
which Mr Rice says his invention has 
is that it will reduce to a minimum the 
danger of internal explosions on war­ 
ships from the blowing ap of the m aga­ 
zines. 
Mr. Rice says: "A shell fired into a 
magazine fitted with 
my projectiles 
woald not explode them, all of which 
may sound strange, but I can prove my 
assertions at any time. 
The idea came 
to me after reading about some electrical 
experiments made by Nicola Tesla, and 
I have been working on it ever since 
the blowing up of the Maine. Tesla bas 
launched the possibility upon the world 
that he can control the movements of an 
electrically constructed boat from the 
shore without the use of wires, and that 
such a boat could he loaded with tor­ 
pedoes and be directed against the mag­ 
azine of a warship, and by exploding 
one would explode all. 
“ Allowing that Mr. Tesla is able to 
accomplish all he states, he could not 
blow up u single magazine by shell or 
projectile if tho ammunition 
stored 
therein was of tho character which I 
ani able to make. Though I am not free 
to state just wherein the safety in my 
ammunition lies, yet I can say that the 
detonation can only be produced by m e­ 
chanical action, which forms part of a 
combination, 
the complete parts of 
whioh must necessarily come into play 
before the explosion can take place. 
“ The new projectile whioh I have in­ 
vented develops on explosion a pressure 
of 220 tons to the square inch. 
It la 
mach more destructive than a dynamite 
shell, inasmuch that the force is equal 
in all directions instead of only in one, 
and, unlike dynamite, it develops beat 
capable of setting fire to anything with 
which it comes in contact."—Philadel­ 
phia Press.

suit and lev y an execution for the entire 
amount. 
Should an y stockholders be 
amonir the bank’s depositors th ey are 
not allowed to m ake it a setoflf ag ainst 
his assessment.

rata with other depositors.

underwriters, althoug h the big steam ­ 
ship companies insure themselv es. 
The 
insurance companies think that a board 
of arbitration can more satisfactorily 
adju.st salv ag e claim s 
than 
can 
the 
courts. The word salv age, as defined by 
that celebrated 
admiralty 
authority, 
Koscoe, is “ the reward wliich is earned 
by those w ho hav e v oluntarily sav ed or 
assisted iu sav ing a ship or boat or their 
apparel or any sort thereof or the liv es 
of persons at sea or a ship, cargo or any 
part thereof, 
from peril or a wrei'k 
from total loss. ” 
The last part of the 
definition is a trifle puzzling . 
In discnssing the merits of salv ag e 
cases it must be remembered that there 
is no oblig ation, written or iniplieil, 
upon the master (’»r crew of any v i-ssei 
to heed sig nals of distress. Public opin­ 
ion alone eniorces the idea that “ a call 
for help at sea must be obeyed.” 
'ITie 
law s of salv ag e are merely framed to 
encourage the sav ing of life and proper­ 
ty on the deep. 
There is av arice iu the 
mariner as iu landsmen, and the laws 
are made to ov ercome and curb these 
mercenary ambitions. 
For that reason 
a master and his crew cannot expect 
salv ag e for sav ing their own v essel. 
It 
is the natural assumption in law, as 
w ell as in fact, that 
they must do 
ev erything they can to preserv e their 
charg e and under an ag reement w ith 
the owners keep it from dang er w hen­ 
ev er possible. 
In salv ag e one of the first law s is that 
the peril must be actual. 
The bargain 
made iu tim e of dang er by the master 
or ag ent of the imperiled craft w ith an­ 
other v olunteering aid need not of neces­ 
sity hold in court, and g enerally does 
not. A sa rule tho bargain is exorbitant 
and made at a tim e when the v ictim 
would be w illin g to g uarantee the pay­ 
m ent of m illions for proffered assist­ 
ance. This point has been decided hun­ 
dreds of times, the courts taking the 
stand that 
the peril made an exor­ 
bitant bargain necessary. 
A.s a g eneral thing , tho salv ag e award 
is equal to about one-third the v alue in 
tho case of sailing craft and from 
one-third to ona-half iu the case of 
steamers. 
The owners of the salv ing 
craft, whoso money was wasted by de­ 
lay, wear and tear, are of course en­ 
titled to tho bigger piece of the plum. 
The master of the salv or g ets about 
tw ice the sum that his m ate receiv es, 
and the mate is paid something like 
double the amount of each sailor. 
Bhould the latter hav e been a m em ­ 
ber of a lifeboat crew used in running 
hawsers or iu g oing aboard as a prize 
crew be and his m ates are entitled to 
an extra compensation. 
Nav al oflicers 
cannot claim salv ag e w’heii the work 
accomplished is in the direct line of 
their duty. 
In the case of a abandoned v essel 
there is a peculiar Jaw as applied to 
ownership. 
N o matter where the dere­ 
lict be found and towed or assisted in 
by a prize crew or otherwise the court 
holds that she is still the property of 
her orig inal owners, althoug h abandon­ 
ed by her crew, their agents, and that 
no effort has been made by them to re­ 
cov er her. 
It sounds peculiar to the 
av erag e mariner, but i t ’s the law. 
To make a successful salv ag e claim it 
is necessary that the property m ust be 
actually sav ed and sav ed by those cla im ­ 
ing to bo salv ors.

His notes show that tuber­ 
culosis, taken in its first stages, was in­ 
variably cured by the cinnamic acid 
treatment, with the aid of dietetic and 
hygienic measures, continued for a pe­ 
riod of several mouths, while in the 
case of those in whom the disease had 
advanced to the second stage TO per cent 
were cured. The injected drugs act di­ 
rectly on tho diseased tissues, Professor 
Lauderer says, cicatrizing them and 
checking 
tubercular 
agglomeration. 
Several specialists on lung diseases 
whom I saw the other day express the 
opinion that the discovery is most im­ 
portant and well supported by experi­ 
ment.—Berlin Cor. Chicago Record.

SHIPS SAVED AT SEA. 


WHAT IS MEANT BY “SALVAGE” AND 
HOW IT IS PAID.

Salvage on ships saved at sea by oth­ 
ers in the majority of cases is paid by the 
underwriters, although the big steam­ 
ship companies insure themselves. The 
insurance companies think that a board 
of arbitration can more satisfactorily 
adjust salvage claims than can the 
courts. The word salvage, as defiued by 
that celebrated admiralty authority, 
Roscoe, is “ the reward which is earned 
by those who have voluntarily saved or 
assisted in saving a ship or boat or their 
apparel or any sort thereof or the lives 
of persons at sea or a ship, cargo or any 
part thereof, from peril or a wreck 
from total loss.” The last part of the 
definition is a trifle puzzling. 
In discussing the merits of salvage 
cases it must be remembered that there 
is no obligation, written or implied, 
upon the master or crew of any vessel 
to heed signals of distress. Public opin­ 
ion alone enforces the idea that “ a call 
for help at sea mast be obeyed.” The 
laws of salvage are merely framed to 
encourage the saving of life aud proper­ 
ty on the deep. 
Thero is avarice in the 
mariner as in landsmen, and the laws 
are made to overcome and curb these 
mercenary ambitions. 
For that reason 
a master and his crew cannot expect 
salvage for saving their own vessel. It 
is the natural assumption in law, as 
well as in fact, that they must do 
everything they can to preserve their 
charge and under an agreement with 
the owners keep it from dunger when­ 
ever possible. 
In salvage one of the first laws is that 
the peril must be actual. The bargain 
made in time of danger by the master 
or agent of the imperiled craft with an­ 
other volunteering aid need not of neces­ 
sity hold in court, aud generally does 
not. Asa rule the bargain is exorbitant 
and made at a time when the victim 
would be willing to guarantee the pay­ 
ment of millions for proffered assist­ 
ance. This point has been decided hun­ 
dreds of times, the courts taking the 
stand that the peril made an exor­ 
bitant bargain necessary. 
As a general thing, the salvage award 
is equal to about one-third the value in 
tho case of sailing craft aud from 
one-tbird to one-half in the case of 
steamers. 
The owners of the salving 
craft, whoso money was wasted by de­ 
lay, wear and tear, are of course en­ 
titled to tho bigger piece of the plum. 
The master of the salvor gets about 
twice the sum that his mate receives, 
aud the mate is paid something like 
double the amount of each sailor. 
Should the latter have been a mem­ 
ber of a lifeboat crew used in running 
hawsers or in going aboard as a prize 
crew he and his mates are entitled to 
an extra compensation. 
Naval officers 
cannot claim salvage when the work 
accomplished is iii the direct line of 
their duty. 
In the case of a abandoned vessel 
there is a peculiar law as applied to 
ownership. No matter where the dere­ 
lict be found and towed or assisted in 
by a prize crew or otherwise the court 
holds that she is still the property of 
her original owners, although abandon­ 
ed by her crew, their agents, and that 
no effort has been made by them to re­ 
cover her. It sounds peculiar to the 
average mariner, but i t ’s tho law. 
To make a successful salvage claim it 
is necessary that the property must be 
actually saved and saved by those claim­ 
ing to bo salvors. 
In other words, tho 
salvage services must be rendered by 
persons not hound by contract to render 
them, 
lf tile mariner or other encoun­ 
ters tho danger or misfortune or dam­ 
age which might possibly expose the 
ship to destruction unless assistance is 
rendered and does all lie can to save the 
vessel, and his services tend in some de­ 
gree to save or preserve her, compensa­ 
tion will be awarded bim, although the 
vessel is mainly preserved by other 
means. 
The longest time that any one steam 
er has bet ii at sea with disabled ma­ 
chinery before reaching port was 7? 
days. 
This was the United States cor­ 
vette Iroquois in 1890. 
IShe was bound , 
to Samoa from Honolulu, arid bad only 
seven days’ rations left when port was 
reached. In 1897 the steamer Indralema 
was towed into St. Thomas after hav­ 
ing been at sea for 47 days. 
The (Has 
I 
gow steamer Strathness, after drifting J 
32 days out of the range of steamers, 
was towed into St. Michael’s in Janu­ 
ary, 1897, by the British steamer Han­ 
nah M. 
Bell. 
Another Strath, the 
Strathnevis, drifted helplessly on the 
Pacific for two months and over in 
1895, and was finally towed into Puget 
sound. Tho Disptacb in 1864 was out 
61 days with crippled machinery, and 
four years ago the British cruiser Ca­ 
lypso broke down 2,000 miles from port 
aud sailed in unaided, much to the de 
light of the dwindling band of naval 
experts who maintain that every war­ 
ship ought to be provided with ample 
sail power. 
The owners of those ships that were

courts. The word salvage, as defined by 
that celebrated 
adm iralty 
authority. 
Roscoe, is " th o rew ard which is earned 
by those who have voluntarily saved or 1 deep, any vt 
assisted in savin g a ship or boat or their 
apparel or any sort thereof or the lives 
of persons at sea or a ship, cargo or any 
part thereof, from peril or a wreck

the owners keep it from danger when­ 
ever possible. 
In salvage one of the first Jaw s is that 
the peril m ust be actual. 
The bargain 
m ade in tim e of danger by the m aster 
or agent of the im periled craft with a n ­ 
other volunteering aid need not of neces­ 
sity hold in court, aud generally does 
not. A sa rule tho bargain is exorbitant 
and made a t a tim e when the victim 
would he w illin g to guarantee the p ay ­ 
ment of m illions for proffered assist­ 
ance.

dred subjects. 
Presented under these auspices, Mile 
Lina cannot be dismissed as a vulgar 
impostor. 
Her pretensions at any rate

Lina, for in­ 
stance, is the hest subject Colonel de 
Rochas has so far come across for dom 
onstrating the phenomena he terms the 
“ exteriorization of sensibility." When 
in a trance, her sensibility leaves her 
body and can be localized by tho opera 
tor in any object he desires within a 
few’ feet of her. If this object be prick 
ed or otherwise manipulated, Mile. Li­ 
na experiences exactly tho same sensa­ 
tion as if tho act had been performed 
on her own person, whereas her body 
while she is in this state is wholly iu 
sensible. 
It may be objected that this sort of 
thing might he feigned. 
Colonel de 
Rochas, however, vouches for several 
cases in which deception would seem to 
be out of tho question. O noneoccRsion, 
for example, the sensibility of Mile 
Lina bad been transferred to a photo* 
graphic 
plate. 
Various experiments

makes the whole amount payable by 
May 9. 
If. however, the stockholders 
do not pay at least one-fourth as sped 
tied in the order the whole am ount be 
comes due and payable Feb. IO. 
It will 
then be the duty of the receiver to bring 
suit and levy an execution for the entire 
amount. 
Should any stockholders be 
among the bank’s depositors they are 
not allowed to make it a setoff against 
his assessment. 
Each must pay his as 
sessment and receive his deposit pro 
rata with other depositors. 
Receiver Cameron when questioned 
concerning the m atter said he was under 
the orders of the comptroller of the cor 
rency. and if he desired him to go after 
the bondsmen of the late cashier, M. J.

intravenous injections of cinnamic acid 
and its derivatives* hetol and hetokro- 
eol. 
The treatment has been abundantly 
tested in the Karl and Olga hospital, 
Stuttgart 
His notes show that tuber­ 
culosis, taken in its first stages, was in -1 
variably cured by the cinnamic acid 
treatment, with the aid of dietetic and weans 
hygienic measures* continued for a pe­ 
riod of several months, while iu the 
case of those in whom the disease had 
advanced to the second stage 70percent 
were cured. 
Tho injected drugs act di­ 
rectly on tho diseased tissues, Professor 
Lauderer says, cicatrizing them and 
checking 
tubercular 
agglomeration. 
Several specialists on lung diseases 
whom I saw the other day express the 
opinion that the discovery is most im ­ 
portant aud well supported by experi­ 
m ent.— Berlin Cor. Chicago Record. 


Salvage on ships saved ut sea by ctb 
era in the majority of cases is paid by the 
underwriters, although the big steam­ 
ship companies insure themselves. The 
insurance companies think that a board 
of arbitration can more satisfactorily 
adjust salvage claims than can the 
courts. The word salvage, as defined by 
that celebrated admiralty authority, 
Roscoe, is “ the reward which is earned 
by those who have voluntarily saved or 
assisted in saving a ship or boat or their 
apparel or any sort thereof or the lives 
of persons at sea or u ship, cargo or any 
part thereof, from peril or a wreck 
from total loss.” The last part of the 
definition is a trifle puzzling. 
in discussing the merits of salvage 
cases it must be remembered that there 
is no obligation, written or implied, 
upon the master or crew of any vessel 
to heed signals of distress. Public opin­ 
ion alone enforces the idea that “ a call 
for help at sea must be obeyed.” The 
laws of salvage are merely framed to 
encourage tho saving of life and proper­ 
ty on the deep. 
There is avarice in the 
mariner as in landsmen, and the laws 
are made to overcome and curb these 
mercenary ambitions. 
For that reason 
a master and Ins crew cannot expect 
salvage for saving their own vessel. 
It 
is the natural assumption in law, as 
well as in fact, that they must do 
everything they can to preserve their 
charge and under an agreement with 
the owners keep it from danger when­ 
ever possible. 
In salvage one of the first Jaws is that 
the peril must be actual. 
The bargain 
made in time of danger by tile master 
or agent of the imperiled craft with an­ 
other volunteering aid need not of neces­ 
sity hold in court, and generally does 
not. Asa rule tho bargain is exorbitant 
and made at a time when the victim 
would be willing to guarantee the pay­ 
ment of millions for proffered assist­ 
ance. This point bas been decided hun­ 
dreds of times, the courts taking the 
stand that the peril made an exor­ 
bitant bargain necessary. 
As a general thing, the salvage award 
is equal to about one-third the value in 
tho case of sailing craft aud from 
one-tlurd to one-half in the case of 
steamers. 
The owners of the salving 
craft, whose money was wasted by de­ 
lay, wear and tear, are of course en­ 
titled to the bigger piece of the plum. 
The master of the salvor gets about 
twice the sum that his mate receives, 
aud the mate is paid something like 
double the amount of each sailor. 
Should tile latter Lave been a mem­ 
ber of a lifeboat crew used iii running 
hawsers or in going aboard as a prize 
crew Le and his mates are entitled to 
an extra compensation. 
Naval officers 
cannot claim salvage wbeu the work 
accomplished is in the direct line of 
their duty. 
In the case of a abandoned vessel 
there is a peculiar law as applied to 
owuership. 
No matter where the dere­ 
lict be found aud towed or assisted in 
by a prize crew or otherwise the court 
holds that she is still the property of 
her original owners, although abandon­ 
ed by her crew, their agents, aud that 
no effort has been made by them to re- I 
cover her. 
It sounds peculiar to the 
average mariner, but i t ’s tho law. 
To mako a successful salvage claim it 
is necessary that tile property must be 
actually eaved and saved by those claim­ 
ing to bo salvors. 
In other words, the 
salvage services must bo rendered by 
persons not bound by contract to render 
them. 
if She murmur or other encoun­

“ The harbor lies west and north of 
the town, and on the east is a half cir­ 
cle inlet, about a mile or less wide, 
with a beautiful beach. Across the liar 
bor on the west side is equally well 
located a site for a fine resort as one 
could wish for. 
On each side of the 
town, about three miles apart, moan 
tain streams enter the sea from tho 
south. Fishing in sea and rivers in good, 
and there is fine hunting throughout 
the surrounding mountains. 
Pheasants 
and similar game are plentiful, also 
deer. 
The climate here at present is 
similar to the spring climate of our 
middle states, and the nights are cool 
and pleasant. 
Since arriving in Cuba 
myself and family have not suffered in 
the least from any of the causes of sick­ 
ness the island is said to possess.” —
